Police Defuse 
Suicide Situation 


At approximately 2:80 a.m. early Wed- 
nesday morning Nov. 22 the Grayling City 
Police was called to a suspicious situation in 
the 200 block area of Lawndale St. by 
residents. Upon arrival the City police 
found a 28-year-old Grayling man bran- 
dishing'a loaded 12 gauge shotgun. The 
man was contemplating suicide, but was 
eventually persuaded by patrolman Dennis _ 
Long of the City Police to surrender the 
weapon without further incident. The City 
Police was assisted at the scene by deputies 
from the Crawford County Sheriff's Depar- 
tment. 

Charges are not being sought against the 
man at this time and the police are not 
releasing the man’s name. 


Doctors Upgrade 
infant’s Chances 


James Owens, infant son of Ronald and 
Laura Owens, remains in critical condition 
at Butterworth Hospital in Grand Rapids. 

According to the baby’s mother, doctors, 
~ who gave James less than a 50-50 chance for 
survival when he was admitted on Novem- 
ber 10th, now believe he will survive his 
iliness. They list the baby in critical but 
stable condition and anticipate the baby will 
be hospitalized for up to three months 
before he can return home. 

Ronald and Laura continue to stay in 
Grand Rapids to be near their son and 
return to Grayling for short visits with their 
four other children at home, who are al! un- 
der four years of age. 

James stopped breathing in Glen’s 
Market on November 9 and was given infant 
CPR and mouth-to-mouth resusitation first 
by his mother. and then... Deputy 
Clough white City Pattolman 
rushed them to Grayling’s Mercy Hospital. 

James and his twin brother, Timothy, 
were born on October 11 in Grayling.

City Requests 
Cooperation With 
Removing Snow 


In order for city snow plows to be able to 
do the most efficient job possible all city 
residents are asked to refrain from parking 
on the street whenever possible. Note: 
Parking between 8 - 6 a.m. is illegal and 
may result in tickets or removal of the 
vehicle if it interferes with plowing. 
Residents are also reminded that plowing 
snow from drive-ways or other areas into or 
across any public street or road is illegal, 
dangerous and must not be done. 

In the downtown area where there is per- 

pendicular parking on Peninsular Street 
and Michigan Avenue, store owners are 
asked not to scrape thelr stdewalk snow 
directly into the gutter after city plows have 
completed plowing the street. City crews 
are usually finished tn the downtown area 
by 5a.m. Sidewalk snow should be kept in 
piles using the corner parking spaces as 
much as possible. 
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KCC To Try Again With 112 Mills Request 


Kirtland Community College will once again 
be asking voters to approve a 1.5 mill increase 
for operational purposes at a special election on 
Tuesday, January 28. 

College president Raymond Homer said the 
Board of Trustees decided on November 9th to 
act on recommendations from its advisory 
committee, administration and teaching staff 
and election volunteers to put the millage 
proposal before the people as soon as possible. 

“Kirtland Community College is the only 
college in the State of Michigan trying to function 
on one mill,’’ said Homer. ‘‘We have a first rate 
‘college and it is not our intention to dismantle 
our programs because of a lack of funding."’ In- 
stead, Homer said they are going to continue to 
educate the voters regarding the plight of the 
college's financial problems. 

‘This year the board has approved a deficient 


budget,’’ he said, ‘‘which means we will have to 
use college assets to make up the difference. We 
can do this for about 24 to 80 montha,’’ he sald, 
‘“‘and then the college is going to face its moment 
of truth.” 

Kirtland’s 1.5 mill request for five years went 
down to defeat by 685 votes on October 9 (2,852 no 
to 2,167 yes) even though it passed in Crawford 
County, 424 yes to 364 no. The millage passed in 
only four of the college’s 18 precincts. 

‘Some precincts were close,’’ said Homer. 
‘In others we were murdered." 

The new millage request will be for an in- 
definite time period instead of five years. Homer 
explained that the indefinite request will 
eliminate the need to continually ask for millage 
renewals. It will also save the college the money 
it has to spend to finance its special elections. 

“This district is special,’’ said Homer, 
“hecause we are so spread out, covering 2,400

More ‘Snow Days’ Will Mean 
Extra School Days in June 


The calendar says winter won't be here for 
another three weeks but the Crawford AuSable 
School District has already used up half of its 
alloted days off because of ice or snow. 

The District used one of its two alloted snow 
days on Friday, Nov. 16, because of drifting snow 

_ and slick roads. The State of Michigan requires 
that all snow days beyond the first two be made 
up. If a district doesn’t make up its snow days, 
the state imposes a fine. 

Last year, Crawford AuSable did not make up 
snow days because the district was out of the 
state formula and the fine assessed by the state 
was legs than the cost of scheduling another day 
of schoo} and paying for transporting the studen- 
ts over normal! bus routes. 

This year, the district is considered in-formula 
and the fine for not making up snow days has in- 
creased to about $4,500 a day. 

Makeup days, if necessary, will be scheduled 
for the week following the scheduled end of 
schoo] in June; June 11 through 15. Exam 
schedules and non-graduation oriented activities 
will be moved so that they occur on the last days 
of school. Graduation activities including Bac- 
calaureate, Class Night and Commencement will 
remain as scheduled in the school calendar. 

District procedures for calling snow days will 
remain as in the past. The decision to call school 
is generally made between 6:00 and 6:30 a.m. 
and all local radto stations and the three Nor- 
thern Michigan television stations are notified. 
Two hour delays will be called only if it is a cer- 


tainty that buses will be able to operate following 
the delay. The decision to operate or close school 
will not be delayed. In some cases, portions of 
some bus routes may not be run due to weather 
conditions. In those cases, parents will be 
notified by phone. 

DISTRICT BUDGET 

In other school news, the district will be 
receiving fewer state dollars than was 
previously anticipated. Officials from the 
Michigan Department of Education had in- 
correctly informed district officials with regard 
to state membership aid and the industrial 
facilities tax (taxes received from properties 
having tax abatements). 

District officials were told in the early summer 
that the district would receive all industrial 
facilities taxes and also recelve full state mem- 
bership aid. They were informed this fall that 
state membership aid payments are deducted 
from industrial facilities tax payments and that 
the district does not receive both in their en- 
tirety. The end result is that the district will 
receive about $240,000 fewer dollars than were 
anticipated due to the misinformation received 
from the Michigan Department of Education. 

Due to the reduction in funds, the district will 
not be hiring an elementary counselor this year 


and will be reassessing some other planned pur- — 


chases. With the reduction in funds, the district 
budget is still balanced but the district will not be 
able to add to their fund equity as had previously 
been planned. 


square miles, bigger than the state of Rhode 
Island.'’ He pointed out that Kirtland’s location 
is also unique because it does not have a visible 
presence as it would if it sat on a street corner 
within a community. The college is centrally 
located in the four county area it serves, and 
Homer said it is easy for voters to think that 
what happens at the college does not concern 
them. 

There are approximately 30,000 registered 
voters in the 18 precincts that vote on Kirtland’s 
millage issues, and 6,049 voters cast their ballots 
on October Sth. 

The October defeat, in Homer’s opinion, cloes 
not reflect any anger at the college, but rather an 
anti-taxes sentiment from a dedicated and very 
organized segment of the voter population. 

‘(Many our residents are on fixed incomes,'’ he 
gaid, ‘‘and even though the additional taxes we 
are requesting probably would not affect their 
tax bill, they are voting not just to make sure it 
doesn’t.’’ 

Homer said surveys indicate there are enough 

‘yes’ votes in the 18 precincts to pass the millage, 
but they did not show up at the polls in October. 

“We are not going to be able to persuade those 
voting no to change their minds,’ he said, ‘‘so 
our job is to generate 3,000 yes votes.’ 

‘'There is absolutely no doubt that this college 
is under funded,’”’ said Homer. ‘‘I'm confident 


_ that all fair minded voters, after they look at the 


financial situation, will support the 1.5 mill 
ballot.’’ 


$175,000 Grant to 
Assist Homeowners 


Crawford County residents with low incomes 
will soon be able to apply to the Crawford County 
Housing Commission for loans to help pay for 
needed home repairs. 

Jeannine Eggert, Director of the Housing 
Commission, received notification last week 

from the Michigan Department of Commerce 
that Crawford County had been approved for a 
$175,000 Michigan Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG) from the Michigan State 
Housing Development Authority. 

Funding for the two year grant begins January 
1, 1980, and ts earmarked for housing 
rehabilitation for Crawford County's low and 
very low income. Eggert explained that 
eligibility is figured by both gross income and 
family size. Applicants must be residents of 
Crawford County and must either own or be pur- 
chasing their homes. 

Interest on these loans vary from 0-3 percent, 
depending on eligibility. Some loans are 
deferred loans and repayment of these loans are 
not due until the property is sold. 

According to Eggert, 213 single family 
households in the county have benefited from 
previous CDBG funds, and she anticipates the 
new grant will assist at least 30 additional 
families over the next two years. 

The Crawford County Housing Commission 
received their first CDBG funds in 1976. 

In addition to the CDBG funds, the Crawford 
County Housing Commission has other housing 
rehabilitation loans available and residents fin- 
ding it difficult financially to make essential 
repairs to their homes should stop by the com- 
mission office located in the County Courthouse 
and find out if they qualify for these loans.

The Grayling Regional Chamber of Commerce 
has announced that because of time restraints 
and the fact that there has been no group to come 
forward and accept the challenge of the 1990 
Winter Sports Carnival, they will take charge of 
the event this year. Several groups were contac- 
ted to assume sponsorship of the Winter Carnival 
Festival, however, none were able to meet the 
Chamber request to achieve a legal incor- 
poration for the event. 

‘‘Because we have been waiting for groups to 
file incorporation papers we are behind the eight 
ball,’’ said Richard Albee, Chamber President. 
To make this year’s Winter Carnival a success 
we are going to have to call on the entire com- 
munity to help out." : 

Marlier in the year the Chamber sent a 
questionnaire to its members. The results in- 
dicated the chamber should be changing its ob- 
jectives away from being the organizer for such 
community events as the Winter Carnival and 
should be taking a greater focus on enhancing 
the communities business and industrial status. 

“Staffing Mmitations prevent the Chamber 
from being everything to everyone.

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Children’s Program Developed 
At River House Shelter 


River House Shelter 
has provided services 
for 100 adults and 140 
children per year since 
the domestic violence 
program began in Oc- 
tober, 1988, with a 
twenty-four hour crisis 
line. When the safe 
home opened its doors 
in March, 1987, the 
only children’s service 
available was babysit- 
ting when the parents 
had to keep appoin- 
tments outside the 
shelter home. Unless 
their specific problems 
or needs were ad- 
dressed by their 
mothers, the children 
were spending most of 
their time in the 
shelter playing or wat- 
ching television. The 
staff and volunteers 


soon realized that 
special programming 
for children was 
needed. 


In order to develop a 
children’s program, 2 
team of volunteers 
researched various 
programs available for 
children at other area 
shelters, and in Oc- 
tober, 1987, the shelter 
began to hold weekly 
children’s support 
group meetings in con- 
junction with the adult 
victim support group 
meetings. (Support 
group meetings are 
available to shelter

The program 
developed by the 
volunteers provided 
structured play ac- 
tivities as well as 


emotional support for 
the youngest victims of 
domestic violence. 
However, it soon 
became apparent that 
the children’s in- 
dividual needs could 
not be fully met merely 
by attending a weekly 
group meeting. 


In August, 1988, 
River House hired a 
Children’s Advocate to 
further develop’ the 
children’s program by 
working closely with 
each family to assess 
their individual needs. 
With the assistance of 
the volunteer team and 
additional volunteers 
from the Foster Gran- 
dparents Program, the 
Children's Advocate 
expanded the program 
to include a _ second 
weekly support group 
meeting, planned daily 
activities for the 
children temporarily 
living in shelter, and 
special events for the 
children attending 
support group, such as 
parties for Christmas 
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and Halloween, a 
bicycle safety clinic, 
and a tour of a police 


post. 


The rapid growth of 
the children's program 
was the source of a 
new challenge for the 
shelter staff; when in 
shelter, the children 
were confined indoors 
for safety reasons and, 
due to Hmited space, 
their play activities 
were further restricted 
to a small playroom. 
The children needed a 
private outdoor play 
area but due to River 
House’s limited 
budget, funds were not 
available. The shelter 
began to search for 
outside funding sour- 
ces in the four-county 


area it serves 
(Crawford, Oscoda, 
Ogemaw, and 


Roscommon counties). 


This year the dream 
of having a playground 
became reality when 
River House received 
a $3,000 grant from the 
O'Leary Foundation. 
These funds, combined 
with contributions 
from local individuals, 
businesses, and ser- 
vice clubs, enabled the 
shelter to have a 
privacy fence and an 
outdoor playground 
constructed, and _ to 
purchase a variety of 
educational and play

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Piants and animals 
learn to coexist in a 
habitat over a period of 
thousands of years. By 
interacting, competing 
and helping each 
other, an ecological 
balance is reached 
where all living things 
and the non-living par- 
ts of the environment 
balance. All things 
being equal, this state 
of balance can con- 
tinue for long perlods. 

But when man enters 
the picture, things are 
not equal. We have a 
tendency to change the 
environment for 
reasons rational and 
not. Often these man- 
made changes lead to 
destruction of habitat 
and the extinction of 
some species of living 
things. Other times we 
introduce exotic 
species of plants or 
animals which create 
havoc in a balanced 
ecosystem. 

A classic example of 
this is the Welland 
Canal which was built 
to connect Lakes Erle 
and Ontario, avoiding 
Niagara Falls. The 
fails were an insur- 
mountable obstacle to 
waterborne commerce 
and the canal made 
good sense to a con- 
tinent crying for the 
movement of goods on 
the Great Lakes.

But the lamprey is 
not the worst of the 
new residents brought 
into the Great Lakes 
via the Welland Canal. 
Two more recent im- 
ports, both brought in 
by ships, promise to be 
even more devastating 
to the Great Lakes. 

One, the white perch, 
is a small fish with no 
apparent sport or 
commercial value 
which will probably 
out compete the 
popular yellow perch 
and walleyes for food. 
The result may be as 
dramatic as that 
caused by the sea lam- 
prey. 

The other new 
arrival is the striped 
freshwater clam, a 
mussel which is no 


larger than your 
thumb when full 
grown. In its larval 
stage, this clam 


voraciously eats the 
plankton and algae 
which supports the rest 
of the food chain. 

(Ohio reports a 18% 
decline in the walleye 
catch from Lake Erie 


due to this com- 
petition). As adults, 
the clams tend to 


colonize water intake 
pipes, attaching them- 
selves like barnacles 
and decreasing water- 
flow.

A 
tell tale sign of the bir- 
ch borer infestation is, 
swollen and diseolored 
branches. 

The grubs’ winter 
over in holes within the. 
sapwood. Throughout 
the spring and sum- 
mer, adult greenish 
bronze beetles emerge 
from those holes. The 
quarter to half inch 
long adults lay eggs 
under flaps of loose 
bark or in cracks in the 
bark. When the eggs 
hatch, the tiny larvae 
bore their way to the 
inner bark. As they 
mature, they make 
galleries between the 
wood and bark which 
runs across the grain 
of the wood, which 
needless to say, girdles 
the tree. Some of the 
galleries may be four 
feet or more in length, 
which very effectively 
kills the tree. 

In this area of the 
country, it takes two 
years to complete the 
life: cycle, so once a 
tree is infected, it is 
only a matter of time 
before it is dead.
